Sirohi is curiously unaware except at times in academics, where the critique gets 
sharp from the teacher, or empiricist hounding. He thinks it is only that. 

II. Power and Resistance in Sirohi 
Power is a micro-physic of that type the academic power, or even the low cultural or 
high cultural power which then means power is the problem - experience power at 
a power center. Go to the power, a bourgeois man who is a bit right wing, and I call 
that at least real if it is perturbing un-consciously by which he means consciously 


lived. 


He does not mean unconscious, but conscious subject, he means it is attacking their 
conscious happy interaction, but happily they are unconscious of it. 


I call this daily life in power structures according to Sirohi.
